The move was aimed at tighten- 
ing compliance with a 14-year-old 
order. 


The directive, it disclosed to- 


day, does not apply to the Na- 
tional Guard which the Defense 
Department said is an organiza- 
tion of volunteers under the com- 
mand of the respective governors. 


While sidestepping a possible 


clash with Southern governors 
and Southern congressmen, the 
Defense Department indicated it 
hoped to make progress in guard 
integration 
through consultation 


and persuasion.

The Reserve integration action 


was ordered by Roswell L. Gil- 
patric, deputy secretary of de- 
fense, in an April 3 memorandum 
to the Army, Navy and Air Force.

Truman banning racial segrega- 
tion in the armed forces.

Soviet-Red China Ties 
Cause Concern i n U. S. 


Officials Also Believe Nikita 
Hardening Policies Toward West

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 


highly placed U.S. officials are 
becoming concerned over signs 
that Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
is hardening his policies toward 
the West and moving back into a 
closer 
relationship 
with 
Red 


China. 


This concern is still speculative. 


It arises out of a careful analysis 
by diplomatic experts during the 
past week of an intensely personal

letter, which seems to reflect in- 
dignation and frustration, that 
Khrushchev sent to British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan. 


The feeling is reinforced by a 


knowledge that Red China is in 
difficult economic circumstances, 
due to the failure of Peiping's 
Great Leap Forward piogram. 
Chinese 
officials 
admitted 
the 


failure within the past week. This 
is taken to mean that in addition 
to reorganizing its development 
program, China has an urgent 
need for outside assistance which 
can only come from Russia and 
other Communist bloc counties. 


Temporary Interest 


As Western leaders see the sit- 


uation, any intensification of the 
long-time Soviet-Chinese dispute 
can be expected to produce So- 
viet maneuvers for an improve- 
ment in relations with the West 
Conversely, 
an accommodation 


between Piping 
and Moscow, 


which now seems to be in Pei- 
ping's temporary interest, may 
produce a toughening of Soviet 
policies toward the Allies. 


Officials said speculation that 


Khrushchev is hardening his at- 
titude, however, is so far offset 
by other evidence that points in 
a contrary direction 


This evidence is found chiefly 
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in the recent drop in tensions 
over Berlin and in the continuing 
friendly approach of the Soviet 
government to talks with the 
United States about a Berlin set- 
tlement. The first talk of the pres- 
ent round was held Monday be- 
tween Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Ambassador Anatoly F. 
Dobrynm; another meeting is ex- 
pected to be held soon when Do- 
brynin gets further instructions 
from the Kremlin.

will hold. He recognized that 'the 
tempeiature has been lowered."

state of transition. This is related 
to the Smo-Soviet situation as well 
as to reports of economic diffi- 
culties inside Russia itself It is 
also related to Khrushchev's fail- 
ure to move the Western powers 
away from their announced de- 
termination 
to maintain their 


forces in West Berlin and their 
access to it—even though they 
are prepared to negotiate on a 
variety of related issues.

Awe, Penitence Mark 
This Day for Christians 


Good Friday—Observance of an Interlude 
Disclosing God's Devotion to Humanity

A cross marks the day. 
It was a large, sturdy cross, 


made of wood, on -which a man 
was hung on another Friday 2,000 
years ago until He was dead. 


Today, Christians around the 


earth commemorate that event in 
awe and penitence. 


"Have mercy upon us" they 


murmur in the prayers of the 
church services. 


This is Good Friday, the ob- 


servance of an interlude in his- 
tory which to believers disclosed 
the ultimate devotion of God to 
errant human beings. 


In the mystery of the day, He is 


believed to take their own guilt 
on Himself. 


'Greater Love . . .' 


To Christians, their Lord suf- 


fered — because of and for their 
own sinfulness — even to death. 
"Greater love has no man than 
this," the old account reads, "than 
he lay down bis life for his 
friends." 


It is a somber, yet strangely 


magnanimous occasion, the great 
offering, the sublime sacrifice on 
man's behalf. Altars are bare. 
Vestments are dark. And heads 
bow low in meditation. 


It is the prelude to another, 


more jubilant 
celebration two 


days hence — the amazing triumph 
over sin-wrought death — the Res- 
urrection, Easter, the day of 
ringing bells and glad hallelujahs. 


But in the time before, sorrow 


threads 
the 
gratitude. 
Many 


churches hold special three-hour 
services, marking the hours of ag- 
ony on the cross. 


Considered Heretic 


The victim was Jesus, whom 


Christians regard as the man by 


whom divinity came directly to 
its wanton abberations. 


He was considered a heretic by 


the religious leaders of the day. 
The government found Him dan- 
gerous, and condemned Him. He 
was marched to the "place of the 
skull" outside Jerusalem and 
hung. 


Various kinds of crosses sym- 


bolize the event. 


At the time it occurred, three 


types of crosses were used for 
crucifixions by the Romans. It 
was the cruelest form of execu- 
tion known, reserved for criminal 
slaves and insurrectionists. 


The crosses were 
sometimes 


shaped like a capital X, what.is 
now called the St. Andrew's Cross. 
Sometimes a straight-topped cross 
was used, shaped like a capital 
T, without the tip flanges. 


Physical Details 


But the third sort of crass in 


use, the presently termed Latin 
Cross with the overlapping verti- 
cal and horizontal sections, ap- 
parently was the type on which 
Jesus died.

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Backing Down on Berlin 


The package plan that the United States 


Is trying to get England and France to 
back in an effort to solve the constantly 
recurring crisis of Berlin may calm ten- 
sions in the area if adopted. But the con- 
cessions all are on our side. The net re- 
sult would seem to be a hardening of the 
lines now drawn, a tacit acceptance of East 
Germany with'the resultant end to the 
dream of reunification, and the permanent 
establishment of the Berlin wall. In fact, 
the plan would serve to prove to the Soviet 
Union' that the way to accomplish its aims 
is to break treaties and throw up barri- 
cades. 


The main points of the proposal are a 


United States-Soviet effort to prevent the 
spread of nuclear weapons in the area, 
an exchange of nonaggression declara- 
tions between, NATO and the Warsaw Pact 
group, establishment of several commit- 
tees with equal representation of East and 
West Germans to handle "technical" con- 
tacts between the two regimes, and the 
introduction of an international authority 
to supervise access between East and West 
Berlin". 


United States officials have emphasized 


that no change is contemplated in the sta- 
tus of,West Berlin as an occupied city and 
that garrisons of French, British and U.S. 
troops would, or at least could, remain 
despite what is a primary Soviet objec- 
tion. But this is merely defending the 
status quo represented by a treaty the 
Russians signed after the end of World 
War II. WJiat about the status of East 
Berlin which also is supposed to be part 
of a jointly occupied city? 


Obviously the nonaggression declara- 


tions are worth absolutely nothing except 
to bind NATO and give the Warsaw Pact 


a free hand to break them at will. Pre- 
venting the spread of nuclear weapons 
also restricts the West far more than the 
bosses behind the Iron Curtain. It would 
mean that the troops of the German Fed- 
eral Republic would be without nuclear 
weapons. But the Russians would restrict 
the East Germans only out of fear of the 
East Germans themselves. And of course 
there is not even t mention of inspection 
controls. 


In the original United States plan for 


gradual reunification of Germany, it was 
proposed that committees with representa- 
tives from both East and West Germany 
be set up. But, since there are a great 
many more West Germans, representation 
would be based upon population. This 
now apparently has "been discarded with 
the implication that the idea of reunifica- 
tion has been set aside. In fact, any 
moment someone will revise the Rapack'i 
Plan, calling for disengagement in the area,., 
call it by a different name and it won't 
look very different from some of the United 
States proposals. 


Perhaps the plan has been advanced in 


the hope that Russia will turn it down and 
look bad again. But, somehow, exposing 
the Soviet in all its tawdry dishonesty to 
the world is getting a little tiresome. And, 
if the Russians accept the. proposals, there 
may be a lessening of tensions and the 
chances for war over Berlin. But this will 
be gained at the expense of, a permanent 
Berlin wall and the Russian realization 
that the next time it wants to gobble up 
some territory it has the successful blue- 
prints. 


Any negotiations over Berlin should in- 


sist that the city be considered as a whole. 
And that means that the wall must come 
down.

A Court Orders Redistricting 


Three federal judges, sitting as a panel 


in Montgomery, Ala., were unanimous in 
ordering the Alabama legislature to re- 
district the fiouse and the Senate before 
the election of a new legislature in Novem- 
ber. If the legislature does not act prompt- 
ly, the court will draw up its own plan 
and order it put into effect, the decision 
stated. 


There can be no doubt about the ^in- 


tention of the court in this matter. TKere 
has not been a reapportionment in Ala- 
bama since 1901 with the result that many 
small rural counties have more represen- 
tation in the legislature than do other 
counties much larger. The court has stated 
that, if it enters a reapportionment order, 
it will be only to eliminate the most 
conspicuous discrimination. The newly 
elected legislature will be given the re- 
sponsibility for finishing the.task. 


In Georgia, the politicians have taken 


notice of the U.S. Supreme Court's deci- 
sion in the Tennessee dispute. A special 
session of the Georgia legislature has been 
called with the result that that state may 
become the first to reapportion under the 
supreme court order. Georgia, like Ala- 
bama, has not been reapportioned since 
1901 but it has a special provision which 
has preserved power of government for 
the rural counties.
